M ich.— A petition pro­ 
posing dissolution of the village 
of Pow ers w ill be presented to 
the village council 
at 
its 
first 
meeting in September, it was re­ 
ported by A lfred Lawrence, spon­ 
sor of the movement. 
Law rence said that under state 
law , if signatures of 25 per cent 
of the registered voters are ob­ 
tained on the petition it is m an­ 
datory upon the village council 
to call a special election within 
30 days for submission of the pro­ 
posal to the people. 
Then, Law rence 
said, 
if 
the 
plan is approved, the board of 
supervisors w ill 
adm inister 
the 
dissolution 
cl' 
tile 
village and 
transfer funds to 
the 
township 
government which would become 
the governing body. 
Pow ers is one of three M enom i­ 
nee county communities incorpor­ 
ated as villages. 
The others are 
Stephenson 
and 
Daggett. 
Each 
m aintains its government and ad­ 
ministers the village affairs. P o w ­ 
ers was incorporated as a village 
in 1915 under a legislative act. 
Law rence reported 
today that 
he had about 50 signatures to the 
dissolution petition and that only 
33 signatures are needed, because 
the registered voters of the v il­ 
lage total 130. 
Law rence said if 
every voter who signed the 
peti­ 
tion would go to the polls at the 
special election it would carry by 
a w ide margin because 
IOO 
per 
cent voter turnout is rare. There

Local and sta te educational a u th o r­ 
ities hotly contend this is contrary to C ali­ 
fornia law. T hey also charge Erskine w ith 
being rude and autocratic. 
He argues he h as acted w ithin his rights. 
To this, Dr. Jo h n S. Carroll, county s u ­ 
p erin ten d en t of schools, retorted, “ G en eral 
E rskine is nicking th e public purse to set up 
an independent school system in 
a 
state 
w hose constitution alre ad y provides a p u b ­ 
lic school system. His action is basically u n - 
A m erican. T he g eneral ap parently ca rries 
too m uch brass to w aste his tim e on m e re 
civilians.” 
A dding fuel to the noisy clash is th e fact 
that this is not th e first tim e E rskine has 
row ed w ith local authorities. 
T hey crossed sw ords last y ear over a bus 
franchise. Oceanside, w hich adjoins C a m p 
P endleton, established a bus line to serve 
fam ilies of the post living in the town. U n ­ 
der a rran g em en ts im posed by Erskine, the 
bus line operated in th e red 
for 
m onths. 
Then, 
abruptly, he b a rre d th e m unicipal 
buses entirely an d g ran ted an 
exclusive 
franchise to an outside p riv ate com pany. 
E rsk in e’s legal officer at the tim e w as 
M arine Capt. W illiam H. D aubney. T w o 
w eeks later, D au b n ey appeared before th e 
Oceanside city council as the civilian a tto r­ 
ney of the p riv ate com pany. 
In this capacity, he offered to buy out the 
m unicipal system on conditions his concerti 
got a 10-year exclusive franchise.
